"B ut o ur o ld time scho o ls will no t 
make the change in To ny th a t is nec­ 
essary, 
They are mere sausage stuff­ 
ing machines attem pting to grind an 
educatio n Into ho ys where o ther m eth­ 
o ds aro req uired. Ten years ago we 
had few playgro unds, but in the new 
scho o ls o f to day all this is changed, 
and thro ugh the fo resight and saga­ 
city o f o ur educato rs the playgro und 
is no w regarded as o ne o f the impo rt­ 
ant facto rs in reaching To ny and mak­ 
ing him a better ho y. 
There is a 
chance to day fo r the bo ys to play ball 
and find recreatio n. The so cial and 
athletic sides o f scho o l life are receiv­ 
ing attentio n.
